Lawson Begins War. 


Roston, Mass., Oct..7.—[{Special.]—Thomas 
W. Lawson’‘s latest move in his war on in- 
surance is the attempted organization of the 
governors of a number of states and other 


exposition of the poverty of Chicago cae 4 
causes. Among the latter he named ag the — 
most important the unwillingness of wealthy a4 
corporations and wealthy individuals to pay 
their share either in the form of taxes of in 
payment for the use of city land and property. 
He declared that the use of public property 
by private persons had gone on so long that 
the users had reached the conclusion that 
they had the right to go on unmolested for- 
ever. 

The effect of the lack of sufficient revenue, 
he stated, was shown in the city’s inability 
to improve the streets or to clean or police 
them properly. He compared the per capita 
of expenditures for municipal purposes of the 
different large cities of the land and showed 
that Chicago lagged far behind. In the same 
wise he showed that its per capita tax was 
the lowest of any large city in the country. 


Business and City Hall at Peace. 


In opening the speechmaking of the evene 
ing, Chairman Shedd said: 

‘* We are met tonight to tnitiate the first of 
a series of anniversary dinners to be given 
by this association and to declare it our 
prayer and policy that, in so far as we can 
bring it to pass, the business of Chicago and 
the government of Chicago shall be hence- 
forth one and inseparable.

Girl Planned for Two Years. 


For two years before her death, the little 
girl had thought and talked of the need for 
more sanitary houses for laboring men. 
Though only a child, she had studied the 
question with much interest, finally reaching 
such definite and intelligent conclusions that 
her father and mother took up the subject 
with her in earnest. 

Together they investigated available build- 
ing sites, and In October of last year the 
young girl talked with Architect James 
Gamble Rogers about her plans. 

She desired to have the cottages equipped 
with every modern convenience and with the 
most improved and sanitary plumbing. She 
wanted them made attractive and yet so low 
in cost as to command only a@ smali rent. 
The little girl recognized the fact that these 
cottages would be occupied by self-support- 
ing men, and that there was no reason Why 
charity should be shown or expected. 

Since the little girl’s death, the plans have 
been completed by her parents, as nearly as 
possible in kine with her expressed wishes,

Fight Against Bridge Company 
’ Confined to Work on Exten- 
sion of Line. 


An indefinite tleup of the extension con- 
strucion on the south side elevated road was 
promised yesterday by International Presi- 
dent Frank M. Ryan of the Bridge and Struc- 
tural Ironworkers’ union, who said other 
strikes would follow if they should be deemed 
necessary to force the American Bridge com- 
pany to. terme. 

Fears of contractors that the strike would 
be spread in Chicago to all buildings in the 
construction of which steel from the bridge 
company is used were allayed temporarily 
by President Ryan. 


Meeting to Discuss Strike. 

The executive board of the union will meet 
in a few days to consider further moves 
against the bridge concern. Meanwhile the 
union leaders say they are willing to talk 


peace. 
No move was made by the bridge company, 


the firm of Kelly-Atkinson company, which 


holds a subcontract and employs the iron- 
workers, nor the South Side Rapid Transit 
company to settle the strike. President 
Leslie Carter of the elevated road said it 
was not In the province of the road to force 
a settlement. 

The number of men who quit work was 
estimated at 250. Of these about 100 are 
ironworkers. The others are carpenters and 
members of other trades made idle by the 
ironworkers’ strike. 

All work was-stopped on the Englewood, 
Stockyards, and Lake avenue extensions of 
the road, as well as on the third track sys- 
tem which the company is fnstalling between 
Twelfth and Forty-third streets. 

There was no delay in the running of trains 
and the large Saturday crowds of passengers 
were handled without trouble or stoppage 
of any sort.

“We must eliminate the influence of pri- 
vate interests on public affairs by determin- 
ing those questions upon the basis of the 
public interests.”

When this attitude on the part of the school 
directors and state’s attorney was reported 
to the officials of the Peoria National a re- 
ceivership was at once declared inevitable, 
sooner or later. One of the most alarming 
features of the crisis they faced was the in- 
definiteness of the total amount of the de- 
faications. All the directors could learn 
from the state’s attorney was that the short- 
age arising from forged chécks and drafts 
might run all the way from $50,000 to $100,000. 


Bank Examiner Is Receiver. 


At 9 o’clock this morning this notice was 
posted on the doors of the closed bank: 

* Bank closed for appointment of a re- 
ceiver.”’ 

An hour later it was announced that Con- 
troller of the Currency Ridgely had appointed 
National Bank Examiner C. N. Bosworth as 
receiver of the bank. Borworth is a former 
receiver and well known in Peoria. There 
is a chance that the business of the bank 
may yet be absorbed by one of the other in- 
stitutions. That will depend on the receiv- 
er’s inquiry into its condition. 

The state of Illinois has $13,000 on deposit 
in the bank, against which pay roll checks 
for the Bartonville asylum amounting to 
$6,000 have just been issued. Gov. Deneen 
has telephoned to W. T. Sloan, treasurer of 
the fund, advising that he and his bondsmen 
make good that amount. 


No End to Discrepancies. 


The grand jury went into the subject of 
stuffed pay rolls this morning. It found 
the matter fruitful. In a single month— 
September, 1908—the inquvisitors found the 
names of fifty-seven fictitious teachers on 
the pay roll. There were Nellie Joneses 
and Mollie Smiths and Emily Browns and 
Mary Whites, and others whose imaginary 
names were not so common, None of the 
cognomens could be identified as belonging 
to any known teacher., They are all down 
for various amounts running from $45 up 
to $80. 

The stuffed pay roll in this month had 
netted Dougherty $3,000. As from a cur- 
sory examination it appears that the ficti- 
tious names adorn the pay rolls for other 
months, it is inferred that Dougherty had 
a steady income from this source of ahkout 
that amount or perhaps more. 

Grand Juror George W. Schnebly said to- 
night that even a more remarkable instance 
of pay roll stuffing than that of September, 
1908, had been discovered. This was last 
May, the pay roll for which month bears 
seventy-two fictitious teachers’ names, The 
tota] amount of salaries Dougherty appropri- 
ated that month was $4,031. The pay checks 
all bore the forged indorsement, “ per N. C. 
D.,”’ as in other cases. ' 

This month furnishes the material for 144 
indictments if the jury was inclined to press 
the prosecution to the limit. 


Board Starts New Inquiry. 


The special investigating committee ap- 
pointed by the school board to investigate 
Dougherty’s accounts independent of the 
grand jury met for the first time this even- 
Ing. Its members are John 8S. Stevens, 
Henry Triebel, and Fritz Lueder. 

They decided to probe first the stuffed 
pay,rolls, and to this end requisitioned ¢aph 
principal for the list of teachers actually 
employed. 

At the instance of State’s Attorney Scholes 
the inquiry may take another turn into the 
field of Dougherty’s rakeoff on the books 
supplied to the schools. A story hag come 
to the authorities to the effect that as pres- 
ident of the American School Book company 
the educator was unduly interested in hav- 
ing certain books used to the exclusion of 
others. 

Chairman Bailey of the finance committee 
received word today that the securities to 
the extent of $185,000 which Dougherty 
turned over to cover the shortage already 
were pledged to the First Trust and Savings 
bank of Chicago in security of notes signed 
by the Colean Manufacturing company of 
East Peoria, in which Dougherty is heavily 
‘Interested. The notes aggregate $200,000. 

Despite this Mr. Bailey insisted that the 
shortage would be made good.

French Scientist Explains His New 
System to International Tuabercueé 
losis Congress—Hoepes to Cure Con«- 
sumption in Human Beings by In- 
jection of His Secret Formula, 
Which He Obtains from Cows’ Milk, 
Into the Veims of the Patient.

PARIS, Oct. 7.—Prof. Behring revealed to 
the international tuberculosis congress the 
nature of his new cure for consumption. The 
formula itself he designates as “T. (C,” 
He expects to reveal the whole secret and 
give his formula to the world asa free gift 
to humanity at the next session of the in- 
ternational tuberculosis congress, which will 
be held in the United States in 1908. 


Comes from Cows’ Milk. 


Prof, Behring’s address today, which filled 
four ¢losely prirted pagés, explained in 
technical phraseology its successive stages 
which led up to the injeetion of living bacill! 
into animals without danger to the latter. 
The explanation is given in formule which 
are unintelligent to persons who are not 
deeply'versed in biological research in general 
and in the nature of the tuberculosis bacillus 
in particular. 

Prof. Behring discloses the fact that: the 
remedy comes from the milk of cows whicb 
previously have, been rendered immune 
against tuberculosis. The remedy is ap- 
plied by subcutaneous Injections. The com- 
munication closes with a slender/outline of 
Prof. Behring’s work in the im jate fu- 
ture, which necegsarily will be iconcerned 
with the application of the cure to Pe human 
species. 


Tells ed His Discovery, 


In explaining his discovery and a i appli- 
cation, Prof. Behfing said, in part 

“Within the last two years I) have dis- 
covered the existence of a curative principle 
completely different from the antitoxin I 
described fifteen years ago. This/principle 
ig based upon impregnating living cells of 
an organism with a substance drdwn from 
tuberculose veins; which substantie I have 
named ‘T. C.’ This agent can he ‘fixed by 
contact with othér substances by ithe phe- 
nomenon known jas absorption. | Further- 
more, under certain conditions it possesses 
assimilating qualities. 

‘In one word, it represents thie quaai- 
vital principles of baccilli. In the process 
of immunizing bovines against tuberculosis 
the ‘tT. C.)’| of Hacc! lli ig freed from accl- 
dental substances. It exerts a’ Symbiotic 
action on the inferior of the organic cells. 
The presence of °T. C.’ is the cause, on the 
one hand, of hypersensibility to Koch’ s tu-

Scene of the Crime. 

The Olney farm is about four miles from 
Middletown. 

Unlike the little girl and her mother, whose 
heads were heaten in with a piece of iron 
pipe, the two Olney brothers were shot. 
Fred received two bullet wounds in the right 
side and Willis was shot through the head, 
the bullet entering the right ear. 

The two men had been robbed. When the 
bodies were found their pockets had been 
turned inside out and a silver watch had 
been taken from each. 

The brothers’ bodies were found about 150 
feet apart in the woods, both in the same 
position—flat on the back, with the right 
hand lying on the breast. There is evidence 
in the shape of wagon tracks that they were 
shot somewhere near the house and that 
their bodies were taken in a wagon through 
two flelds to the edge of the woods and from 
there dragged through the underbrush for 
some distance. 


Wagon Track May Be Clew. 

Those wagon tracks form part of the only 
clew yet discovered to the authors of the 
crime. Two strangers were seen in A wagon 
near the Olney farmhouse yesterday after- 
noon. They drove along a backwoods road, 
half a mile from the house, about 3 o’clock. 
Late in the evening the wagon was seen again 
on the same road driving away from the 
neighborhood. It went in the direction of the 
Shawangunk mountains. It was in this in- 
terval that the murder was committed, and 
the police are trying to learn about the mové- 
menis of the wagon in that time. 

It was the wagon tracks that led to the dis- 
covery of the bodies of the two men, They 
were noticed at daylight, as soon as the 
search began for the Olneys, who were 
missing last night when the §$ Ingerick 
girl was found dead and her mother uncon- 
scious. Thetracks were fresh. Not far from 
them in the woods were the bodies of the 
men.

Cleveland and Phila- 
delphia held the top round longer than any 
other clubs, while Chicago has jumped into 
ren Mg of the lead more times than any other 
clu 

The National league once: more had the 
hard. luck to have a race with few elements 
of uncertainty in it. The only questions 
‘from the outset was whether any team could 
head off the New York champions, and the 
answer to that question was a constant suc- 
cession of disappointing negatives. There 
were times when hopes ran high that some 
club would beat out New York, usually Pitts- 
burg or Chicago, but at no time was New 
York ever out of first place after the teams 
had caught their strides, and before the 
season Was half over it was possible to name 
the clubs which would finish in the first di- 
vision and the order of their finish, although 
there was a greater uncertainty and conse- 
quently a much greater interest in the race 
than last season. 


Nationals Get Bad Start. 

The Chicago Nationals again got a bad 
start through a succession of injuries early 
in the season and réceived a setback from 
which they could not. entirely recover. al- 
though through the last half of the race 
they played a more consistent game than any 
other team in the league, not excepting the 
Giants. If the first trip east, when the Na- 
tionals were without the services of severa! 
of their best men, could have been wiped out 
and if the blow of losing the services of Man- 
ager: Selee in midsummer could have been 
avoided Chicago fans probably would haye 
watched a fight between two teams which 
finished second in the local post-season series 
this week, if not a world’s series. Manager 
Chance took up the managerial reins and held 
them successfully, but the sickness of Selee 
naturally had a more or Jess depressing 
effect on the players, which could not helo 
affecting their work for a time. ‘ 

Getting down to facts and figures, there is 
every indication that the pitcher kept up his 
record of gaining greater control of the 
game, although there are other indications 
which point to a slight reversal of the pre- 
vious trend toward lighter batting. There 
were more games in which hitting was light 
than in any recent year, but there were more 
games in which the hitting was heavy and 
the scores ran high. This might be explained 
by the supposition that the good pitchers are 
getting better but fewer, and that the general 
desire for more batting is producing a greater 
attention to developing »atsmen at the ex- 
pense of training fielders or pitchers. 


American League’s Records. 

Considering the American league’s season 
first, as having held the greater interest be- 
cause of its closeness, it is:found that there 
were aS many games this year in which a 
pitcher held an opposing team to no hits or 
runs as there were in all the three preceding

Fewer Shutouts Scored. 


The supposition that good pitchers may 
be getting more scarce is borne out by the 
fact that the number of shut outs and 1 to 
0 games this year fall off slightly from the 
record breaking figures of last season. This 
year there have been 124 games in the Amer- 
ican league in which one team was shut 
out without a run, and of that number twen- 
ty-nine have resulted in. scores of 1 to 0. 
Last year there were 135 shut out games 
and thirty-five 1 to 0 scores. In 1903 there 
were ninety-nine shut outs and twenty-five 
1 to 0 games and in 1902 the record was only 
fifty-eight shut outs for the‘entire season.

But all at once she made a lot of 
speed, and the racing she had been through 
enabled her to carry the new clip to the end 
of a mile, whereas under different circum- 
stances it would have been necessary tq give 
her a lot of “legging up”’ work before she 
could have made use of the speed that had 
come so suddenly. 

Curiously enough, Adbell, sire of the Fu- 
turity winner, is also the sire of another Miss 
Adbell, a 8 year old, but a pacer, that has 
won a Futurity for colts of her way of going 
this year. But what his two young daughters 
have accomplished this season will be of no 
value to the horse, as he died a couple of 
years ago, having broken a leg while playing 
in his paddock. Adbell was the fastest year- 
ling trotter the world has seen, his mark at 
that age being 2:23, and it is natural he should 
have sired early speed. He was a vicious 
horse, but does not seem to have transmitted 
this trait to his progeny. The filly that won 
the Futurity last week was not considered a 
remarkable 2 year old, and her price last 
winter, when she was bought by *“* Lon ’’ Mc- 
Denald, was only $2,000., That with a little 
preparation she could be made to lower the 
record of 2:08% made as a 3 year old by Fan- 
tasy a good many years ago is not to be 
doubted, as her easy stepping of a half in 
1:038% after she had won the previous heat 
in 2:09% indicates she certainly would be a 
2:08 trotter for a single mile against The 
watch, as in atrial of that sort the quarters 
could be rated so that speed and energy alike 
would be conserved in the best possible man- 
ner.

That Susie N. or Miss Adbell will be much 
of a factor in the 2:10 classes next season 
horsemen do not believe. It has been the 
almost universal experience of trainers that 
a great 3 year old trotter does not improve 
the following season, and if the work of 
Sunol, Fantasy, Arion, and others is looked 
up in the books it will be found this rule 
holds good. In fact, it is becoming axio- 
matic among those who pay particular at- 
tention to harness horses that there is no 
money in campaigning a 4 year old, and the 
chances are neither of the fillies that were 
first and second in the Futurity will be asked 
to do much in the way of trotting in 1906. 


Pan Michael’s Feat. 


The pacer Pan Michael, that at the Cm- 
cinnati meeting put the fastest mile of the 
season by a harness horse.to his credit when 
he stepped the Oakley track in 2:03. is a 
full brother of the trotter Boraima, 2:07, a 
Futurity and Transylvania winner. 

Pan Michael is a double gaited horse, hav- 
ing nearly as much speed for a short dis- 
tance at the pace as at the trot, and asa 2 
and 3 year old he was trained as a trotter, 
but allowed to go to pacing when he mani-+- 
fested a preference for that gait. On ac- 
count of his blood lines and ihe early speed 
some of the few colts sired by him have 
shown it is the intention of Dr. J. C. McCoy, 
the Delaware man that owns Pan Michael, 
to use him extensively in the stud, and for 
that reason he has been trained this year 
with the sole idea of giving him a fast race 
record. The 2:03 mile at Cincinnati was 
equal to about 2:02 at some of the fast grand 
circuit or western tracks, and there is a 
chance that in another season, if he is trained 
for speed alone, Pan Michael may show him- 
self a two minute pacer. 


Dr. McCoy’s Success. 


When Dr. McCoy bought the trotter Ad.- 
miral Dewey, with a 3 year old record of 
2:144%. and announced he would “train the 
stallion and reduce his record the average 
horseman did not believe the feat to be possi- 
ble. But the Delaware man made good his 
prediction, and Admiral Dewey now has a 
mark of 2:04%. The fact that Nancy Hanks, 
the dam of Dewey, now has another fast 
trotter to her credit—her son, Lord Rogers, 
by Arion, having taken a record of 2:6 this 
year—makes the pedigree of Admiral Dewey 
a particularly brilliant one. Incidentally it 
adds to the glories already achieved by 
Nancy Hanks in the brood mare ranks. To 
have a pair of entire sons, sired by different 
stallions, trot to records of 2:04% and 2:14, 
respectively, would make any mare great 
in the estimation of breeders, but from what 
the other foals of the former trotting cham- 
pion have shown It looks as if the old mare 
eventually would stand at the top of the 
great brood mare list.

BELIEVE JENATZY-WILL WIN 
VANDERBILT CUP AUTO RACE. 


Chicagoans Pin Their Faith to the Ger- 
man Representative, Who Is Favored 
in Start—Changes in Contenders. 


While, eastern critics are *‘ doping "’ up the 
probable results of the second annual Van- 
derbilt cup race to be run! next Saturday over 
283 miles of Long Island roads and making 
Duray, Hemery, and Lancia their favorites, 
Chicagoans who have kept tab on previous 
road races are pinning their faith to that 
grizzled veteran, Jenatzy, representing Ger- 
many. They admit that during the present 
season the lights of the three favorites have 
shone brightest, but they point back to other 
events in which luck has not cut an im- 
portant factor and point out deeds performed 
by the German representative in which dar- 
ing driving produced results. 

Jenatzy is favored by the drawings for 
positions in the big American race. It was 
a case of the four .countries—France, Ger- 
many, Italy, and America—balloting, the 
country pulling the lucky slip out of the 
hat being given the place of honor and being 
allowed to name the first driver to start. 
Germany.won this right and without hesita- 
tion picked Jenatzy as the pacemaker, 
France is second and will pin its faith to 
Duray, who, on points scored in the Euro- 
pean road reces of the year, leads his rivals. 
America was third and starts Dingley, while 
Lancla is the leader-off for Italy. 

With a clear field before him, no dust to 
obscure his vision rounding those bad turns, 
and with a big 120 horse power car under 
him, the Belgian representing Germany is 
expected to cut out a@ pace that will keep 
him clear of his rivals. There's an ‘‘if’’ in 
Jenatzy’s fayoritism and that is the chance 
of accidents. In all his starts this year he 
has met with some mishap which has put 
him out, so the local fans fear for the worst 
this time. If he can keep reasonably clear 
of tire troubles and his car stands the racket 
it is thought his chances of lifting the cup 
are bright indeed. But it will be a powerful 
four that start first and if any of those 
chasing them catch the leaders it will sur- 
prise the fans. 

This Jenatzy won the 1908 Gordon Bennett 
race two years ago when i* was run over 
the Irish course, averaging 55.48 miles an 
hour. His reckless driving is shown when 
it is remembered that on one long hill on 
the course he averaged ninety miles an 
hour, getting his wheels in two deep ruts 
and pulling the throttle wide.open, trusting 
to the ruts to hold him on the road. In 
the Gordon Bennett last year Jenatzy fin- 
ished second to the great Thery, averaging 
fifty-one,.miles an hour on the German roads. 
In: this year’s international race Jenatzy 
had repeated tire troubles, and, to add to 
this, his engine became overlubricated, com- 
pelling him to retire in the third round. 

Several changes have taken place in the 
personnel of the fleld. Chevrolet’s accident, 
when he smashed his big Fiat on a turn, has 
caused the substitution of Maj. Miller’s car, 
the one Chevrolet drove so successfully here 
at Harlem. It is smaller powered, but Chev- 
rolet fully understands it, so he will not be 
the weakest one of the Italian team. Clar- 
ence Gray Dinsmore, an American resting 


! in Europe, got in a huff about some minor 


details of his car which he had entered and 
so scratched it last Monday, putting Wer- 
ner out of the race. .The cup commission is 
trving to fill the vacancy and is talking of 
putting in the car of H. L. Bowden of Or- 
mond fame, with Basle at the wheel. This, 
however, is not the machine with which 
Bowden broke the. world’s records at the 
beach meet. A. L. Campbell, an American, 
has been put in on the German team in place 
of Baron de Caters, who staid at home. 
Campbell was the first man to start in the 
Vanderbilt last year and was one of ‘the 
seven finishers. 


AMEBICAN TO RIDE FOR PRINCE. 


King £dward’s Son Will Pay $10,000 
for First Call on Services of Jockey 
J. H. Martin in 1906. 


LONDON, Sept. 27.—When the prince of 
Wales commences to put his horses on the 
racetrack next year an American jockey will 
be retained by him. According to the latest 
report from well authenticated sources in 
Newmarket, where the prince’s stable are 
situated, the choice has fallen on J. H. Mar- 
tin. The prince will have first call on him 
and for this right he will pay $10,000 a year 
exclusive of the ordinary riding fees regu- 
lated by the Jockey club. 

The prince, like his father, is anxious to 
secure Maher, but Maher’s present employer, 
Sir James Miller, is too wealthy a man to al- 
low any one to outbid him for the services 
of his favorite jockey. As usual there is con- 
siderable jealousy exhibited among English 
jockeys who expected to be invited to be the 
favorite of the prince of Wales. Martin has 
hithérto, been practically a free lance, but 
those who understand jockeyship know that 
he has no superior on the English racetrack. 

Like Maher, Martin has won respect and 
confidence by his gentleness to horses, his 
agreeable manners, and his straight riding, 
and these are the qualities that commend 
themselves most forcibly to King Edward 
and Lord Marcus Beresford, who will manage

If hurried knockouts are indications of 
championship timber, Al Kaufmann, the San 
Francisco blacksmith now under the care 
of Billy Delaney, has it on all the new heavy- 
weights in the business. Kaufmann, like 
Jim Corbett, began his boxing career at the 
Olympic Athletic club, from which Jimmy 
Britt also graduated, 

Al was the trial horse of the club. The 
members worked overtime securing sup- 
posedly hard nuts for him to crack and he 
cracked them so easily and so hurriedly 
they thought they saw chempion sticking 
out all over him. They sent him out to win 
the amateur heavyweight championship and 
he won it like breaking sticks. After clean- 
ing up all in his line Delaney, who steered 
Corbett and Jeffries to the champlonship 
goals, took him under his managerial wing, 
matched him ageinst Harry Foley, and saw 
him win with a punch. This quick victory 
was in keeping with-his work as an amateur, 
as, it is said,-he has beaten all his men in 
the first round. 

This, if nothing else, demonstrates he 
possesses the wallop to do the business, but 
it does not demonstrate that he can stand 
the gaff, as he never has been compelled to 
take it. 

Old timers will remember how easily Peter 
Maher bowled them over when he arrived 
in this country and they also will remem- 
ber how he quit, when saciung, in his battle 
with Fitzsimmons at New 2.leans. I do not 
wish to infer that Kaufmann cannot take 
what he administers to others, but I would 
like to see him take a good lacing and win 
before I pass judgment on him.

BATTLE IN THE FOREST. 


Tragedy Follows Robbery of Post- 
office at Melrose—Bank 
Raid Fails. 


Wildrose, Wis., Oct. 7.—[Special.]—After 
robbing the postoffice here of $300 and mak- 
ing an unsuccessful attempt to loot the Wild- 
rose State bank, four safe blowers were sur- 
roygnded by a posse of farmers in the forest 
#@ght miles from here this afternoon. A 

itched battle, lasting for an hour and a 
fait ensued, in which one bandit was shot 
own and killed, two others were wounded, 
am? the other one captured and brought to 
jaa here. 

Milkmen, who came to the village at day- 
break, reported having seen four rough look- 
ing men along the roadnorthoftown. Fifty 
men armed with rifies and shotguns took up 
the trail. At noon the suspicious characters 
were surrounded in the forest. They were 
found hiding in the underbrush and told to 
surrender. In spite of the enormous odds 
against the burglars, they refused to do so. 


Challenges Posse to Combat. 

* Come and get us,”’ mockingly shouted one 
of them At the same time revolver shots 
‘from the direction of the brush showed that 
the bandits were ready for fight. 

Almost instantly firing began. On account 
of the large number of men in the pursuing 
party great caution was necessary. For an 
hour and a half the thieves and farmers 
kept up continued firing, and one by one the 
bandits were brought down. When they 
took shelter on one side of a log the farm- 
ers from the rear did the firing, and as fast 
as they changed positions the farmers 
changed tactics. 

Finally one of the bandits tried to make a 
run for. it, and he was brought down with a 
volley, dying in his tracks. The other three 
remained in the brush and continued to fight, 
but when two had been wounded, probably 
fatally, the fourth decided to surrender. 
With his hands up over his head, he shouted 
to the farmers to stop firing, that he would 
give himself up. He then stepped out of the 
underbrush. 

“ It’s-all off,”” he said. “ Two of my pals 
in there are badly shot up. They need look- 
ing after.” 

Leads Way to Wounded, 

The surrendered bandit then led the posse 
into the brush, where the two wounded men 
were found. One had been shot through the 
lungs and cannot live. The other had a 
wound in the leg. 

The dead and wounded were placed in a 
wagon and under a heavy escort were 
brought to the village. The thief who sur- 
rendered gave his name as Smith, but refused 
to talk about himself or companions. The 
dead man ts about 85 years of age.

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ENGLAND 3 GAME IN BAST 


GERMAN VIEW OF THE ANGLO. 


, JAPANESE ALLIANCE. 

Dr. Theodore Schieminn of Berlin De- 
clares Treaty Furthers Great Brit- 
ain’s Purpose of Constantly En- 
deavoring to 58! the Center of 
Gravity of Her Interests to. the 
Orient—Russia Will Not Attack In- 
dia, but Indians Want Freedom.

BERLIN, Oct. 7.—Dr.. TheodoreSchieminn | 


makes public a statement concerning the 
Anglo-Japanese alliance, which proves, he 
says, that it is England’s constant endeavor 
to shift the center of gravity of her interests 
to the far east. These interests lie in he 
Pacific and Indian oceans and in the Persian 
gulf. There the preponderance of the Brit- 
ish and Japanese navies combined with the 
Japanese army is to assertitself. He says: 

“I believe without reserve that the pur- 
pose of English and Japanese statesmen, 
when they signed the treaty, was to secure 
peace for a numbér of years. Japan has 
certainly no desire for a fresh war, despite 
the press agitation and the swaggering of. 
the various army, navy, and parliament hot- 
spurs. 5 

England Not for War. 

‘There is no belief in England's desire to 
wage war. Her economical risk is too great, 
but her attitude up to the present has been 
an endeavor by systematic intimidation to 
delay or prevent the development of the 
German fleet. 

“The treaty is to be regarded in only one 
respect from a European standpoint, that it 
will delay the introduction of general con- 
scription in England, the agitation for which 
has been successfully conducted. A general 
conscription would give England a real sense 
of security, combined with a true pacific 
policy, which will only strike strong roots 
on English soil when that.nation feels strong 
enough to defend its native soll and when in 
war time every one capable of bearing arms 
must answer with his own life for the policy 
of the country. 

Anxiety Over India. 

‘Anxiety concerning the maintenance of 
her Indian position is England's motive for 
entering into the treaty. Such anxiety has 
increased since the war, for despite Kussian 
defeats Russia never had so many troops 
on Asiatic soil as she has today. It is prob- 
able that a considerable number will remain 
in Turkestan. 

‘* Anglo-Russian rivalry does not concern 
India, but Persia and Afghanistan, and de- 
spite the new alliance all advantages seem 
to be for Russia, for she can without sac- 
rificing her projects afford to wait until the 
Persians and Afghans are driven bythe 
domineering English procedure into her arms 
as allies. Russia's intentions are not lust of 
conquest, but closer economical connections 
with these states. 

*“T do not belleve that the alliance will 
lead to the defense of India, bu: perhaper 
to an offensive war against Russia through- 
out Afghanistan and Persia. 


‘India Ripe for Revolt. 
‘* Japanese troops in English hands would 


be a two edged sword and would damage | 
England. Even now the eyes of all Indians | 


are turned to Japan in hushed awe and revy- 
erence as the future deliverer of Asia. 

8 Signs are not lacking that the native 
population of India is desirous of fising to 
shake off the English yoke, whereas Russia 
was not troubled a single moment during 
the recent war with her Asiatic subjects. 

‘The Anglo-Japanese alliance seems to be 
a dangerous weapon politically and econom- 
ically in India, Indo-China, Australia, and 
South America, where Japanese trade agen- 
cies will spring up like mushrooms.”

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RADIUM SUN’S COAL SUPPLY: 
ENERGY PROBLEM INSCIENCE. 


Theory That Some Powerful Agent Is 
Cause of Heat and That Life May Be 
1,000,000,000 Years.

LONDON, Oct. 7.—The prodigality with 

which the sun dispenses heat and the possi- 
bilities which arise from this prodigality 
formed the subject of an address delivered 
by the great astronomer, Sir Roberi Ball, 
the other night. He could not escape from 
the operation of the simple rule, he said, 
that as it gave heat the sun’s body must get 


smaller. 

What the sun would become In the future he 
could not say, but if scientists could go to 
the sun with a measure they would find it 
shortened sixteen inches in twen:y-four 
hours. 
nearly a million times wider than at present, 
and a simple principle which explained the 
fact is that a redhot poker is a trifle larger 
than when it is cold.

Russia, own there most of the shops, banks, 

houses of business, and are to a great extent 
thé local representatives of the foreign 
capital invested in the oil wells of the Rus- 
sian .Caucasus. They were induced to put 

forth demands which the employers of labor 
were neither willing nor yet able to grant, in- 
cited thereto by foreign Jabor leaders, and 
by Russian anarchists, and when these de- 
mands were rejected the next step was, of 
course, to resort to deeds of violence. 

The Caucasus had meanwhile been denuded 
of the troops ordinarily kept there for the 
purpose of maintaining order. To the number 
of over 200,000 men they had been dispatched, 
not to Manchuria, but to the Afghan border 
for the purpose of making an armed mani- 
festation there against England's empire at 
that moment of the war with Japan when 
the conflict seemed likely to develop into 
hostilities with Great Britain. The conse- 
quence was that the Rugsian authorities were 
able to dispose of nothing but Cossacks, who, 
being of the same creed as the laboring 
masses in and around Baku, not merely re- 
frained from interfering’ with ‘them, but 
actually helped them to the extent of fur- 
nishing them with ammunition in their at- 
tacks, which were at first directed almost 
exclusively. against Armenian life and prop- 
erty, but which afterwards extended to for- 


eign property as well. 
Riots Go Beyond Russian Plans. 


In the early stage, indeed, of the trouble 
the Russian authorities seemed to look upon 
the rioting with rather a friendly eye, since 
after all it was in the line of their policy 
against the Armenians, Lu. when the gov- 
ernor of Baku, who had smilingly watc hed 
the massacres of the Armenians by the riot- 
ers and turned a deaf ear to the appeals for 
protection from Armenian women and chil- 


dren, was blown to pieces by an Armenian , 


bomb, and when the destruction of property 
became so extensive that the entire oil in- 
dustry had been put out of business for 
more than a year to come, 8,000 out of a 
total 8,600 wells being ruined, the govern- 
ment’ became alarmed and is now pouring 
troops once more into the Caucasus for the 
purpose of restoring “order, an interesting 
feature of the situation being that the troops 
in question are in command of Gen. Prince 
Louis Bonaparte, only brother of the Bona- 
partist pretender to the French throne and 
grandson of that King Jerome who is also 
the grandfather of Charles Bonaparte, the 
present secretary of the navy of the United 


States.

* LONDON, Sept. 25.—One of the most pa- 
thetically romantic careers known is re- 
called by news that letters of administra- 
tion have been granted to the crown of the 
estate of Capt. George Lindsay Anthony WiI- 
san, who died at Folkestone worth $750,000. 

He was the son of Sir John Wilson, who at 
one time commanded the forces in Ceylon, 
and he seemed to have the world at his feet. 
But ‘his brilliant career was cut short by the 
disclosure that he was illegitimate. 

Rich, handsome, and a favorite, he was 
educated at Gambridge, became a captain in 
the guards, and traveled across the world. 

He was in the best society, and in his young 
days often visited Buckingham. palace. In 
fact, an oil painting of a dog which Queen 
Victoria gave to him long hung in the dining 
room at his.Alexandra gardens house in 
Folkestone. 


Father’s Death Discloses Secret. 

With the death of his father came the dis- 
closure which altered his whole life. He 
learned for the first time that he was Illegiti- 
mate, and that the beautiful woman who 
lived with his father, and whom he had al- 
ways known as his aunt, was his mother. 

The news was a terrible blow, and the 
favorite of royalty and society cut himself 
adrift from everybody and sought solace in 
seclusion. 

He threw up his commission in the guards 
and, attended by only a few servants, went 
to live on a small estate at Brentwood, which, 
with a huge fortune in consols and property, 
had been: left to him by his father. 

But he made no attempt to keep the place 
in order; horses and other animals roamed 
about at will, and the property was rapidly 
going to rack and ruin. 


Friends Put Him Into Asylum. 


Then, people thinking that his queer con- 
duct amounted almost to madness, commu- 
nicated with the lord chancellor, and pres- 
ently the rich recluse found himself in Brent- 
wood asylum. 

His friends, however, exerted themselves 
to such an extent that his immediate release 
was ordered. 

Mr. Wilson was angered at his treatment, 
and, but for the fact that an action would 
have given to the world the story of his 
birth, he would have taken proceedings 
against the people who had brought about 
his incarceration. 

As it was, the experience made Brentwood 
so objectionable that Willson, leaving his 
horses, the carriages, and other property to 
take caré of themselves, moved to Folke- 
stone. 

Taking the name of George Boreham, he 
first settled in Bowerie square, his only at- 
tendants being his faithful housekeeper, 
Miss Mary Campbell, and a man servant. 


Goes Out Only at Night. 


Here his life was more rigidly blank than 
ever. He sought no company, rarely went 
out, and only when night had fallen. The 
house and its owner were shrouded in mys- 
tery. 

Then came his death and the giving to the 
world ef the recluse’s secret. 

Though his huge fortune of over $750,000 
goes to the crown, Wilson having died in- 
testate,. hae made ample provision for The 
companion of his darkest days: in fact, he 
is known to have: purchased a number of 
houses in Miss Campbell's name.

The union to which the employés 
‘belong will be enfeebled by internal dissen- 
sions, It will be dragged into pdlittes and 
will be unable to do anything fo help its | 
‘members. It will become a part of wome- 
body's political machine. They are familiar 
with the efforts which have ‘been 
Chicago and some other cities to get control | 
of the unions for political purposes by giving | 
offices to some of their officers, and they | 
dread the demoralization which would fol- | 
low in the wake of municipal ownership. 

The second reason is that while the public 
submits ungraciously to a strike which in- 
terferes with the operation of a public util- 
ity managed by a private corporation, it will 
not long tolerate strikes by employés of mu- 
nicipally controlled public utilities. If the 
employés of a municipal street’ railroad 
went on a strike they would simply lose their 
jobs. Any attempt by them to keep others 
from taking their jobs would be summarily 
stopped by the authorities of a decently gov- 
erned city in response to a popular demand. 
The unions would be fveakened, for they 
would no longer be able te use the strike 

weapon to any purpoge. 

The sincere, clear sighted union leaders 
see that municipal ownership will in one 
way or another be destructive of unionism. 
‘ney have unbounded faith in unionism, 
and consequently they are opposed to mu- 
— ownership.

Only those: types 
of intellect and sentiment and temperament can flourish in a German unt- 


versity which are approved by the government organization and by ‘the 


public opinion of the nation as a whole. »And we have received into our 


_country many a score and many a hundred of Germans who have been of 


great value to our intellectual and moral lifes who were forced to leave 
Germany because they could not live in the atmosphere of exclusively 
state university system. And, while we might not suffer from just that 
sort of thing, yet if the state university ever comes to occupy relatively 
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go together, jests to the contrary notwithstan“ing. Dishonesty will undo 
a lawyer, quicker than it will any one else. They*see so much of it in other 
men they should learn to abhor it. There are fewer lawyers in the peni- 
tentiary than any other calling, not excepting ministers of the gospel. This 
should be proof of their honesty, but some are unkind enough to say it is 
merely a tribute to their shrewdness. Ip a former house of delegates in 
St. Louis twenty- four®éut of twenty-eight members took bribes right and 
left. None of them were lawyers. Of the four who did not prostitute 
themselves three were lawyers. 

In a monarchy the government is sustained by the power of the crown; 
in a republic the government rests entirely upon the laws which a majority 
of the people make for themselves, If all the laws were ignored anarchy 
would be the result—there would be no government at all. When any 
portion of the laws is not enforced the government is weakened to that 
extent. Laws that are not observed add just as much to good government 
as sores do to the human body. Disregard of one law breeds contempt for

country was due to the earnest endeavors off women. The pioneers of 
Japanese Buddhism were women, and the honor of being sent for further 
investigation ef the religion fell upon three women—Jenshinni,’* Jenzouni, 
and Keizennii. 

Not only in religious but also in political and literary life women 
played a retharkable part for many years after the introduction of Buddh- 
ism and Confucianism. Many of the greatest of the old Japanese classics 
were produced by women. In fact, in the ninth century, when the study of 
Chinese was in vogue, the culture of Japanese light literature was mainly 
in the hands of the other sex. It was then that we had Murasaki Shikibu, 
the anther of the great Genji-Monogatari;. Seistunagon, the author of the 
In the.latter part of the Tokuga 
régime there were also many women well known for their Chinese culture. 
such as Kamei Shokin, Hare Saihin, Yema Saiko, Cho-Koran. This 
period also produced several women poets, as Rengetsu, Chiyo, Botont, and 
others.

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IKHAIL STEPANOFF, the crown prince o* 
@andies; the ‘man whose garb and manners 
would have put a Beau Brummel to shame for 
shabbiness and lack of courtesy and good 
breeding, is dead. 

But even in death Stepanoff, the last of the 
dandies, as he was called all over Russia, has 
made one last effort to revive that race, and 

in his will he has set aside the sum of $200,000 to found a 
school of physical beauty for aged gentlemen.

He journeyed 
to St. Petersburg, and Moscow, and Paris at stated intervals, 
and held levees in his hotel apartments, at which the young 
court beauties were the guests of honor, and with them he 
discussed entrancingly the latest modes and fashions. 

The beautiful curves of his figure were disappearing rap- 
idly, as his great age told upon him, but he was as sprightly 
of step as ever, and he determined to restore himself. He en- 
tered into communication with a New York “ physical culture 
school.””", An expert was sent from New York far up to Ya- 
rensk and Stepanoff emerged from the interview remodeled. 
He always wore short breeches and silk stockings with his 
costumes, declaring modern ‘ trousers’’ an abomination and 
a destroyer of male beauty; and the physical culture expert 
built him a pair of legs that would have attracted attention 
in the front row of any ballet. 

Scores of pairs of breeches of silk, and satin, and moleskin; 
and broadcloth were fashioned to the form and padded to fit. 

It was America that had restored him, and Stepanoff, duly 
grateful, applied to America again, and purchased 365 pairs of 
false teeth of dazzling whiteness, «an expert went again up 
the Vologda, and fitted the teeth until they were perfect. A 
Parisian wigmaker went there, and the wigs were made and 
delivered.

But, despite his age and the gibes that were cast towards 
him, Stepanoff, from his own castle in the bleak town over 
near Siberia, wags recognized throughout Russia as the first 
authority of all the czar’s domains on questions of dress— 
either masculine-or feminine—and he was consulted by noble 
women and great men as to the correct attire for state occa- 
sions, always responding and giving the desired information. 

He received, it is known, 240 different fashion magazines, 
printed in all parts of the world, and from these he gleaned 
the best, sometimes: writing personally to editors, correcting 
their mistakes as to dress matters. 

Recently he died, but before he died he made a will. In 
it he said: ; 

‘My son has insulted me so often that I hope these 365 
sets of teeth, which I hereby bequeath him, may help him to 
Chew and to swallow all his insults.”’ 

The castle and clothes he-left to his favorites, and the 
rest of his fortune, $200,000, he left to found ‘“‘a school of 
physical beauty for aged gentlemen’ at Yarensk.

The piety which was not of old age but the choice of a 
belle of 17 in the fresh bloom of remarkable comeliness 
and born to luxury and rank, has yielded its fruit in niuch 
quiet philanthropy, which has made no boast of its ex- 
istence to the outer world. 

The church*of St. Matthew in Sinclair road, West 
Kensington, London, is wholly the outcome of her work 
in that neighborhood, Built to seat 800 people, it had 
cleared all its debt within a twelvemonth of its erection. 


The necessity for the church arose from the number of 
people whom Lady Barrow had gathered around her in 
bible class teaching. Not long ago her bible class, for 
navvies had groWn to seyenty members, which fell away 


‘to three men when some one else succeeded her in her 


work. In the same way a hospital has arisen through her 
charities in West Molesey. & 

Despite the reldtive quiet of her life this beautiful 
woman draws upon a rich storehouse of rare memories 
when she inclines to reminiscences. She can talk of 
many things and of many people; of the fact that Disraeli 
and his wife were among the guests at her wedding; of 
how she used to sing duets with the Archbishop Longley 
of Canterbury; of how her sons, fone of whom is living, 
taught the great and learned Guizot the game of cricket; 
and that twelve days before his death the duke of Welling- 
ton came over from Walmer to Folkestone to see Mr. and 
Mrs. Croker and herself. 

The duke won the hearts of Lady Barrow’s five little 
daughters by writing his name in their albums. On his 
return to the station the duke handed the ladies in, and 
insisted on taking the front seat, saying: ‘‘I must sit 
opposite to Nony.’’ Nony was Lady Barrow’'s nickname. 
In one of the five albums the duke spelt his name with 
but one ‘‘1,.’’ such a slip as this in his own signature be- 
ing a sign of his failing powers.

She says that the chain seen in the picture was given 
her by Sir Robert Peel, the prime ,minister, and that 
Sir Thomas Lawrence was good and kind. ‘“ I was aston- 
ished,”’ she observes, “that he could smoke and talk and 
paint my picture; that he could do so many things at 
one time. He talked to me all the while about what was 
happening at that day. I admired and liked him much.” 

She has written down her recollection of what King 
William IV. had said to her on- one of the occasions that 
she had been taken to meet him when she was introduced 
by her foster father, Mr. Croker, to the third of the 
five sovereigns who have ruled during her lifetime. The 
words she wrote are: 

“*T am so pleased to be introduced to a young lady 
of whom I have heard so much.’" Then he added that 
she was the English beauty, kissed her, as was the cus- 
tom, and afterwards kissed her again.

did he say, ‘Of whom I have heard so much’? Who had 
been talking about me?”’ 

‘Your father,’ suggests Miss Saunders. “ And then, 
of course, your Deauty had been everywhere spoken of.” 

Miss Sarah F’. Saunders is the friend and confidant of 
Lady Barrow, who has devoted herself for the last thirty 
years to the care of her handsome charge, and in honor 
of her countless sweet services has won for herself the 
pretty Italian title of *‘ Madretta,’’ meaning little mother, 
her ladyship’s own soubriquet for this tireless nurse. 

The foster father, Mr. Croker, is the Croker of polit- 

ical and literary fame whom the legendary schoolboy may 
remember as having been mercilessly attacked by Macau- 
lay in his essay upon ‘“‘ Boswell’s life of Dr. Johnson.”’ 
Mrs. Croker, the eldest sister of Mrs. Pennell, mother of 
Lady Barrow, had lost her child,.and to assuage her grief 
adopted her sister's infant daughter, so that, although 
the child, as she grew up was known as the “lovely 
Miss Croker,” in ‘* Debrett,’’ the English guide to well 
known people, she is listed as Lady Barrow, née Rosa- 
mond Hester Elizabeth, daughter of the late William Pen- 
nell, Esq., consul general at Brazil, born Jan. 5, 1810, 
) Mr. Croker proved a devoted father, although strict 
as compared with our latter day notions on the training 
of children.

Her Acts Recorded in Famous Diary. 

“The Croker Papers,”’ for the writing of which the 
father of the present day John Murray, publisher, paid 
$5,000, so that so interesting a footnote to history should 
not be lost, contains some allusions to “ Nony.” Under 
date June 13, 1821, it is written in these famous reminis- 
cences: 

“Took my little girl Nony to the king’s (George IV.) 
ball. We arrived five minutes after the time appointed, 
half past eight. His majesty was already in the room. 
He was very gracious to Nony and kissed her at ker de- 
parture. Princess Augusta also took great notice.”’ 

It was on April 28, 1828, at the age of 18 that Miss 
Croker was presented at court. Mr. Croker puts in his 
diary: 

‘The king’s drawing room. Mrs. Peel was to have 
presented Nona, but she is ill, and Lady Ann Becket pre- 
sented her. The king recognized her and spoke affec- 
tionately to her and told me as I passed afterwards that 
he had a great curiosity to see his little friend after so 
long an interval.”’ 

It was about five years after this, at the age of 23, 
that the king’s beautiful “little friend” lost her heart 
and gave her hand iin wedlock to Sir George Barrow, 
with whom she enjoyed forty-four years of happy married 
life and become the mother of eight children.

I've been living, you know, down 
here in a flat, aud the other day I moved out, 
and now the landlord, etc., etc."’

The firm only did one stroke of business 
while I was with them.

But active as the old lawyers’ practice was, 
there was one drawback~—one fly in the oint- 
ment. He had a large and extravagant fam- 
ily, had lost his private means in speculation, 
and was thousands of dollarsin debt. Honest 
to the core, he refused to enter bankruptcy 
and kept up the struggle against the incubus, 
When I entered his office my understanding 
had been that for my services as stenogra- 
pher I was to receive $5 a week, my name on 
the door, and the privilege of practicing for 


myself. 


I speedily discovered, however, that the 


only way I could ever collect my wages was 
to telbhim I had to have some money. Then 
he would pick up his checkbook with a sigh, 
ask me what was the lowest sum I could get 
along with for the present, and make me out 
a smal! check on account. At such times he 
frequently remarked that I was worth $100 
a month to him, and as soon as he could get 
a little ahead again he was going to pay me 
better and more regularly. 

My expenses I cut down to the ground. I 
ate at a cheap restaurant, two meals, a day, 
omitting breakfast; for my health, I ex- 
plained to my friends. Though living In a 
suburb for the sake of cheaper rent, I walked 
down every morning to the office, a matter of 
five miles; likewise for my health, I was 
careful to explain. Usually I walked back at 
night. A confirmed smoker, I practiced self- 
denial as much as possible, and if I indulged, 
bought four fora nickel stogies. If anybody 
commented on the vileness of my cigars I 
made haste to explain thatlI preferred that 
kind.

Keeps Bluffing for Two Years. 

O, it’s a great bluff, beginning a law prac- 
tice! I worked it smilingly for over two 
years. Occupied ten hours of the day on the 
old gentleman's practice, living on less than 
$5 per week, I nevertheless indulged in visions 
of hope. I saw I was acquiring valuable 
experience as a lawyer, becoming a not un- 
known figure amid the swarm of lawyers in 
the local courts ani meeting some wealthy 
business ‘men among the old man’s clients.

Dream of Partnership Fades. 

When a fellow attains such a position of 
trust he begins to dream of partnerships. I 
had that dream myself. One,morning the 
old lawyer’s chief client, a leading manu- 
facturer, dropped in and was closeted with 
him for half an hour. This client had a son 
just graduating from an eastern law school. 
As a result the manufacturer’s son entered 
our office as a law student to prepare for his 
bar examinations. He was a nice, gentle- 
manly youngster, not overly studious; he 
doted on art and French literature and had 
no special taste for the law; it was his father 
who had pushed him into it. 

As he seemed lonesome and quite at sea, I 
nsed to snatch a few minutes now and then 
to teach‘ him some of the practical features 
of the law. He accompanied me _ several 
times to get the hang of the.courts, to learp 
how to examine titles, to file papers, etc.

Good-By to the Law. 

One day I had a chance to get into another 
line of work. It held out no glittering allure- 
ments, but'at Teast it would pay me better 
than the law now did or promised to do. 

I sat d--wn alone tothinkitover. The soles 
of my shoes weré. worn through; my trousers 
were shiny and frayed at the bottoms. My 
linen was ragged, I had had no breakfast. 
I was 28 years of age and still owed some 
debts which I had contracted at college. 
Lastly, there was my widowed mother at 
home for whom I had thus far been able to do 
almost nothing. 

And so I made up my mind.

Failure Due to Own Faults. 

Now, I ascribe my failure at the law pri- 
marily to certain defects in myself: 

1. I was too soft about the one essential 
thing—the money. I could assert myself on 
every point but the wages I had earned. I 
once won a case in which the defeated law- 
yer got a $100 fee from ‘his gratefui client. 
My client jumped up with an incredulous 
howl when I asked for $25. It is not he who 
has done good service, but he who can make 
his client believe so, that is the successful 
lawyer. 

2. | was not a good enough bluffer. I wore 
cheap clothes, ate at a cheap restaurant, 
looked cheap, and therefore people thought 
I was cheap. Yet I have seen other young 
lewyers eat at the same restaurant who 
could enter. the place with such an air of 
patronage that they shed a positive glamour 
about them. 

3. I lacked the nerve to run up debts. I 
had knowledge of other youngsters like my- 
self, who had no greater resources than I, 
who were good dressers and therefore well 
received in. society. Their tailors, hatters, 
haberdashers, etc., might curse and threaten, 
but they could find a new victim around the 
corner. 1 used to receive invitations into 
excellent society, being a college graduate 
and professional man, which I turned down 
for lack of decent togs. 

* ° ; 
‘‘Don'ts” for Young Lawyers. 

If I were to formulate out of my mi8takesa 
few ‘* don’ts,’’ to aid an ambitious youth who 
without financial backing expects to enter 
the law in a big city, they would be these: 

1. Don’t forget that before your time the 
law was called ‘‘ honorable starvation.’ The 
starvation at least still remains. 

-. Don't think to grow a law practice be- 
fore you can grow a gray hair. 

3. Don’t hang out your shingle till after 
you have served in some office for a couple of 
years as a clerk exclusively. 

4. Don’t try to be both a clerk anda lawyer, 
or you will simply be a clerk on starvation 
wages. 

5. Don't try to gain clients while serving 
as clerk, for some day your client will over- 
hear you getting your orders and rate you 
accordingly. 

6. Don't expect* established business men 
to intrust their legal difficulties to what may 
be under a boy’s hat. It's too much of a 
gamble; and the boldest poker player shrinks 


.from gambling in law. 


7. Don't be afraid of setting up for yourself 
too late. Better be earning a decent income 
while immature. A slight baldness ora few 
gray hairs are worth more to a lawyer than 
years of hungry idling about courtrooms. 

8. Don’t start till you can start right. 
When you've got $1,000 saved, and obtained 
the notarial work for a bank, or the title ex- 
amining for some little backroom ‘building 
association, go ahead. Your troubles have 
just begun. 

9. Don't forget that years of fruitless 
waiting make the soul bitter, and may lead 
to sharp practice. There are many lawyers 
in the penitentiaries already, and more who 
ought to be. 

10. Don’t expect to make a living out of 
poor clients, One well to do business man is 
worth more in fees than 100 wage earners. 

11. Don’t expect a rich man for a client 
unless you appear as prosperous as himself. 
‘rhe dollar is his yardstick for estimating 
yrains. If he doesn't think yours better than 
his, he won't hire them; and prosperity gives 
a man some respect for his own headpiece. 

12. Don’t expect’ your courtroom work to 
bring clients. It might in small towns, but 
in the city only bums hang about the courts. 

13. Don’t think eloquence makes a gsuc- 
cessful lawyer; it is only the foam on the 
brew. 

14. Don’t imagine the criminal lawyer is 
the successful lawyer. He gets his name in 
the papers, but the successful lawyer goes 
oftener to the bank. 

15. Lastly, don’t enter the law at all if you 
have anyone dependent on you. You may 
starve yourself for ambition, if you like, but 
you have no right to starve another.

Making and using fatm machines more 
freely than any one else, Uncle Sam bas been 
able to pay the high price for labbr caused 
by the competition of manufacturers, hap- 
Pily has shorn farm life of much drudgery 
and hard work and has transfigured tts sordid 
suddenness into ah intellectual pursuit, 

Improvements in machinery have distanced 
the rise in wages and caused steady decline 
in the cost of production; they have enabled 
the eastern farmer to adopt intensive farm- 
ing, the windmill! pumping the water for the 
dairy, the centrifugal separator skimming 
the milk or wind poWer running the churn. 
Likewise for the westerner they have made 
it possible to plant and sow vast stretches 
despite the slendér labor supply at his com- 
mand.

buy $100,000,000 worth of machinery and own 
as the total value of farming implements 
$761,261,000, an average of $133 per farm and 
90 cents per acre of agricultural land. 

Uncle Sam's largest crop is in corn, which

ceeding if value $1,000,000,000, and- an impos- 
sible output save with modern corn tools. 
A corn planter sets out tie corn, opening up 
a furrow and dropping at regular intervals 
three kernels in every hill. The fleld is thus 
checkrowed and is cultivated in both direc- 
tions, two rows at a time, clearing away all 
the weeds while the farmer enjoys the sum- 
mer breezes from his hammock seat behind 
the team. 

After years of experiment a corn binder 
has been evolved which cuts and finds the 
corn stalks into bundles, one row al a time, 
and carries them into piles ready to put into 
shocks. The corn shocker has a circular, re- 
volving platform upon which the stalks are 
gathered. As the machine advances the plat- 
form rotatés until a shock of 10 hills or more 
has been accumulated; the team is then 
stopped, the top tied, the shock lifted from 
the platform by.a windlass and placed on the 
ground in a vertical position. The corn 

-bindér, with one man and team and three 
shockers, harvests from seven to nine acres 
per day.

Except that in most cases they began 
earlier even than Schwab, an incident sim- 
flar to this can be recalled of all men who 
have grown rich. In the advice which they 
hand out to young men, saving is the con- 

stantly recurring “‘ must be ”’ of success, At 
the same time there ie an interesting diver- 


'gity of view as to reasons and methods of 


doing it. 

For instance, one man of great experience 
lays down this principle: “ A man of busi- 
ness Ought not to be overcautious; he ought 
to take what seem good things in his trade. 
pretty much as they come; he won't get any 


_ good by trying to see through a milletone. 
But he ought to put all his caution into his 
~ yeserve fund; he may depend upon tt he will 


be done somehow before long, and probably 
when he least thinks it. He ought to heap 
up @ great fund in a shape in which he can 
use it against the day when he wants it.’’ 

It is to avoid the humiliating and demor- 
alising habit of being “ broke ’”’ that Darius 
O. Mills warns men to save. ‘“ There is no 
one so helpless as a man who is ‘ broke,’ no 
matter how capable he may be, and there 
is no habit so detrimental to his reputation 
among business men as that of borrowing 
amail sums of money. This cannet be too 
emphatically impressed upon young men.

Man “ Broke”’ Is Helpless. 

“Only the wealthy and not many of them 
ean afford to indulge in expensive habits. 
How much less then can the man with only 
@ few dollars in his pocket. No one can ac- 
quire a fortune unless he makes a start, and 
the habit of thrift which he learns in sav- 
ing his first hundred dollars is of inestima- 
bie value later on. It is not the money but 
the habit which counts.”’ 

In Mr. Mills’ case the money, as well as 
the habit, turned out to be of incalculable 
benefit, and he began to save his first thou- 
gand dollars just in time. It was while he 
was still a boy at North Salem that he got 
a clerkship in a store at small wages. He 
kept it six years, and contributed to the sup- 
port of his family out of it and at the same 
time got a little ahead. This enabled him 
to go to Buffalo, where he had heard of the 
chance of a better business opening, and soon 
after he was made cashier in the Merchants’ 
bank of Erie county. This was when hewas 
21, and his little fund of savings reached 
a thousand dollars soon after that. 

It was then that the gold discoveries were 
made in California. 
them among the first, went there and opened 
@ general store and established an eastern 
exchange with his little capital, and cleared 
$40,000 the first year. This was the founda- 
tion of his great fortune which he later made 
by his gold bank and his investments in 
arent poe. pune property.

Andrew Carnegie is never tired of empha- 
sizing saving as a matter of credit. 

“In what manner did you reach out to 
establish your present fortune?” he was 
asked. 

“ By saving my money,” was the answer. 
**T put a little aside and it served me later 
in the way of credit.” 

“ There is one sure mark of the coming mil- 
Nonatre,”” he says, ‘“‘his income always ex- 
ceeds his expenditures. He begins to save 
early, almost as soon as he begins to earn. 
No matter how little"it may be possible to 
save, save that little. The little you have 
saved will prove the basis of an amount of 
credit utterly surprising to you. Capital- 
ists trust the saving young man.” 

In his book on labor this capitalist declares 
that a small balance on the right side per- 
forms wonders. He recalls how once in the 
history of his own firm credit was kept high

This is a large applicatioh of the habit 
which Mr. Carnegie, acting upon his own 
precepts, began in the smallest of ways, J. 
Orton Kerbey worked side by side with him 
when the two were in their twenties, In 
speaking of him recently Mr. Kerbey said: 
“As I look back at those days I see more 
clearly than I did then the characteristics 
which have contributed to Mr. Carnegie’s 
success. 

“In the first place, Andy, as we caiied 
him, was a most economical lad. When he 
was a telegraph operator in the employ of 
the Pennsylvania railroad, at Pittsburg, he 
lived with his mother and brother Tom in 


' Allegheny, across the river. Street cars had 


just been installed, and the other boys all 
rode on them. Not so with Andy. Al- 
though his mother’s housé was two miles 
from his mill, nevertheless he walked the 
whole distance twice a day.

“Keep Out of Debt”—Rockefeller. 


Rockefeller had earned and saved $10,000 
before he was 25 years old, and the few words 
of advice that he has ever seen fit to give 
to others have been about saving and the 
avoidance of debt. “ When I began I did 
not buy anything I could not pay for, as some 
young men do now,’’ he says. ‘“‘ And I did 
not make any obligations I could not meet. 
One of the swiftest toboggan slides I know 
of for the young man just starting out in 
the world is to go into debt.” 

Mr. Freese, Rockefeller’'s former teacher, 
visited him on the freight dock one day after 
he had left school and gone to work. The 
caller asked a question about a raft of hoop 
poles in the water which seemed to be in 
the young man’s charge. He explained that 
he had purchased them from a Canadian 
who had piloted them across the river ex- 
pecting to sell them. He had not succeeded, 


‘and he had been glad to accept a cash price 


from young Rockefeller, who offered him 
one under the market rates. 

The young man explained also that he had 
saved a little money out of his wages. This 
was his first speculation, and how well he 
made good on it he confided to Mr. Freese 
afterwards when he related how he had 
rafted the purchase to a flour mill himself 
and sold them at a profit of $50. Before he 
was 21 Rockefeller formed a partnership 
with another young man named Hewitt and 
began a warehouse and produce business. 
This was the natural result of his freight 
clerkship on the docks. In less than the five 
years in which he was in this business he 
had amassed about $10,000 besides earning 
a reputation for business capacity and hon- 
esty.

Saving Means Peace of Mind. 
“The strongest incentive for a man te 
save,” says Leonore F. Loree, “is that it 
assures him peace of mind.’’ | 

This advice from the comparatively young 
railroad man will be more popular than that 
given long ago by Russell Sage, and yet it 
is clear that the millionaire had something of 
the same idea. ‘‘A man must save to suc- 
ceed,”” he said, ‘“‘and he ‘must succeed in 
something to be happy. Let every,.man lay 
down the rule that he will invariably spend 
less than he makes. Then he is safe. No 
man can be happy in this life for any length 
of time if he does not live up to this principle, 
no matter how dagzlingly he starts out or 
what his prospects are. If he deviates from 
this rule he will sooner or later come to 
grief. That man faces acute misery who is 
no better off at 40 than he was at 20. It is 
a simple process, and for its nonobservance 
there can be no excuse. Let a man or boy 
live so that he always has something to lay 
by, and he ts certain in the end to have a 
competence to protect him against all unnec- 
essary worries.”’

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How Tobacco Ruins Body 


and Mind 


of Worker. 


By W. F. Schwerin. 


HE tendency of large employing con- 

cerns to discourage the use of to- 

bacco among their employés, especially 

in the form of cigarets, suggests the 

question, In how far is tobacco injuri- 
ous to the human body? For we may begin 
with the assumption that it is injurious to a 
large extent, depending altogether on the 
quantity used. 

Until quite recently the effects of tobacco 
on the animal cell were not well known, and 
an entirely new view of the physiological 
effects of tobacco has been caused by recent 
and, as far as the present writér knows, 
popularly unpublished facts brought out by 
a careful investigation in London. 

Certain poisons, including nicotine, pro- 
duce an aborted process and sometimes 
a multiplex process in the division of 
the cells of which the animal body is com- 
posed. These artificially produced effects 
occur in certain naturally caused diseases, 
among them cancer. The Italian histologist, 
Galeotti, has demonstrated the strange 
phases through which the pathological cell 
passes, and these celle have a precisely 
similar appearance to the cells treated with 
certain drugs. Comparatively little wag 
known of these matters at the time of the 
death of Gen. Grant, whose malady was gen- 
erally believed by physicians to have been 
caused by the persistent habit of smoking 
to which the great soldier was addicted. 

Gen, Grant was a constant smoker. It is 
said that during his campaigns he smoked 
cigar after cigar, lighting the fresh one 
from the still glowing stump of the com 
sumed one. Grant’s excessive smoking ap- 
parently did not injure his power, at least 
during the war. ‘It may be argued that he 
would have been even more brilliant than 
he was had' he not smoked at all; but that 
argument is the usual resource of the total 


abstinence man, and is wholly ineffectual, 


for the question may be asked, How do you 
know?

Awful Effects of Nicotine. 

Nicotine, at all events, is a powerful pol- 
eon, and its tremendous effects upon the 
animal cell are well known. These effects 
are comparable with the effects of morphine 
and other poisons used in godlogical labora- 
tories in experiments with the cell. In these 
experiments, of course, large quantities of 
the poison have been used, but the effects 
of nicotine have been amply demonstrated 
on the human body, and some of these ef- 
fecte are well worth the consideration of 
every smoker. 

It has been demonstrated that nicotine is 
@ direct stimulant to the muscle coats of 
the stomach and intestines, and hence, it 
may be concluded, a direct stimulant to all 
smooth muscle cells, or involuntary muscle. 
Now, the heart does not consist of smooth 
muscle, but it does consist of involuntary 
muscle, and it is known that nicotine stim- 
ulates the heart. The effect of nicotine on 
these muscular structures is not brought 
about by a stimulation of the nerves sup- 
plying the muscle. The poison acts directly 
on the muscle itself. 

This fact takes on a startling significance 
when It is considered how vast and how im- 
portant Is the quantity of involuntery mus- 
cle in the body. The arteries and the veins 
depend for their efficiency on their muscle 
layers, and involved with all this is the vigor 
of the left ventricular stroke of the heart. 
If both of these functions be sertously dis- 
turbed there follow in the train of the dis- 
turbance a complex of obscure symptoms 
which, when complicated with that other 
disturbance of the function of the gastro- 
intestinal muscle, becomes a phystological 
problem of the highest difficulty.

Healthy, normal! exercise ur a muscle results 
in normal growth and function; but we can 
hardly say the same for the stimulation pro- 
duced by poisons which produce contraction, 
and overcontraction, of a kind different from 
that produced by the nerves, which are plen- 
tifully supplied to the muscles in question.

Muscle Fatigue Sure Sign. 

Excessive stimulation invariably is fol- 
lowed by fatigue in muscle structures, and 
although involuntary muscle does not fa- 
tigue easily, yet the depression following the 
excessive use of nicotine must be enormous. 
The general effect upon general nutrition 
must likewise be enormous, and with these 
faets in mind we need not be surprised at the 
well known thin bodies of excessive smokers. 

The exceptional great smoker may remain 
fat for a season, but his muscles are flabby 
and tired. Smoking is prohibited to athletes, 
because the smoker has no “‘ wind ”’: that is 
to say, the involuntary muscle layers of the 
bronchial system, being poisoned by < over- 
stimulation of nicotine, cannot respond to 
the increased demands put upon them in the 
athlete’s work. The weakened heart- like- 
wise contributes its share of the deficlency. 
The asthmatic patient is an example of the 
disastrous effects of overstimulation to‘the 
involuntary muscle of the bronchi. 

This array’of facts should be sufficient to 
make the most depraved smoker pause. But 
they are not half the story. 
new light on the evils of tobacco reveals the 
interesting fact that the poison, nicotine, 
is by no means the only danger in the use of 
tobacco, especially for the smoker,

Other Poisons Are Inhaled. 

Carbon monoxide, when inhaled in suf- 
ficient quantities, causes death. This gas 
forms a highly stable compound with the 
fron carrying element in the blood, 
is the red corpuscle that carries the oxygen to 
all the tissues. There ig in the red corpuscle 
a substance called hemoglobin which com- 
poses a large percentage of the corpuscle it- 
self. This substance rapidly takes up and 
rapidly gives off oxygen. Oxygen forms a 
loose, or uristable, compound with hemo- 
globin. But carbon monoxide with hemo- 
globin forms a highly:staBle one. These 
facts were well known to the Lon- 
don investigators of the effects of tobacco. 
And their great contribution to toxicology 
camsisted in their correlation. of these facts 
with tobacco smoking. 

Carbon monexide is formed by the com- 
bustion of carbon compounds in an insuffi- 
clency of oxygeh. This gas is given off by 
coal fires, and it was carbon monoxide that 
killed Zola, the novelist. Deaths from the 
inhalation .of coal stove gas are common- 
piace. .Now’ the burning of tobacco is pre- 
cisely the. combustion of carbon compounds 
ir!’ insufficient oxygen.: The result is that 
carbon monoxide is’ given off and consider- 
able quantities of it are absorbed. The ef- 
fects of this deadly poison are really worse 
than those of nicotine, so much so that the 
London investigators seem disposed to at- 
tribute all the evil’ effects of smoking to 
it alone, 

Considerable weight is added to this lat- 
ter opinion by the fact that exercise in the 
open alr reduces the frightful ravages of 
the poison in the smoker's body. Yet this 
is no cure at all, for a simple increase in 
the quantity of oxygen supplied to the body 
cannot overcome the destruction wrought 
by the gas. 

* * 
Organic Poisons in Cigarets. 

The form in which tobacco Is smoked seems 
to have little bearing on the evil effects of 
the drug. Cigarets are not as harmful as 
cigars or pipes—that is to say, when the 
tobacco is pure. But cigarets are largely 
adulterated with organic substances that are 
not tobacco, and, perhaps ni 
than tobacco, bad as it is.

Nor 
should the blame be placed upon the urp.- 
fortunate consumers, who would. in most 
cases, prohibit the manufacture in order to 
get rid of the frightful ** curse ’’ under which 
they suffer. 

Cigarets of this kind are manufactured 
only in the United States. .In Europe no op- 
probium attaches to the cigaret more thantto 
other forms of tobacco, and probably because 
European cigarets are not drugged or other- 
wise adulterated. American cigarets, the 
consumption of which incredibly has im- 
creased of late years, will become one of the 
most painful social questions in the United 
States if the United States government does 
not take a hand in the business and soon. 

Meanwhile let us hail with joy the strict 
regulations imposed by large employing con- 
cerns in the matter of smoking. If they can 
curtail the tobacco habit in any of its forms 
they will be doing the country an inestimable 
pervice. Employers themselves should lend 
force to the reform by their own example.

System in Using Pockets 


Helps to Hold Good Job. 
By J. L. Graff. 


& you know how to make systematic use 
of the pockets in your clothes, you may 
help yourself to a good job and hold it. 
The lack of this acquisition may serve to 
bar a man from paying employment. 

The man nowadays who holds down the bob 
end of an electric interurban car must not 
only have plenty of pockets, but he must 
have a constant and unerring knowledge of 
their locality and of what each contains. To 
know your pockets in this kind of a job is 
to save time and work fast., 

Of all the men who patronize tallors the 
country trolley car conductor makes the 
most extravagant demand for pockets. They 
are all needed in his business, chiefly in stow- 
ing away different denominations of coin. 
For the interurban men have more work In 
making change than the money takers on city 
cars. The city man is expecting and in the 
great majority of instances receives a nickel 
for the one fare that is charged. But in the 
country.there may be a dozen different fares, 
and in nearly every instance the fare taker 
must make change. Thus he is required not 
only to keep a large amount of small coins 
of different denominations, but he must needs 
make a money drawer of his raiment, and 
keep in mind the particular pocket in which 
he stores coins of particular denomination. 

That there is method in this kind of dis- 
tribution of money about one’s person there 
{is evidence in-a living ¢xample over on the 
Elgin, Aurora and Southern electric line, 
where Will Morter has a run between Eigin 
and Aurora, and where passengers fill every 
seat and take up all the standing room in 


the car. 
In the coat, vest, and trousers of his unl- 


form Morter has nineteen different pockets.

Employment Agents Disappoint. 

The stories of distress “‘ once upona time” 
of those unfortunates who relied om employ- 
ment agencies such as hang out alluring 
signs and insert deceitful advertisements are 
the most woeful of all. They tell of how 
meal money and the pawnbroker’s loan went 
to employment sharks in the shape of regis- 
tration fees on a fictitious guarantee of get- 
ting wo'< for the registered; how after 
weeks of waiting when the pawnbroker’s 
tickets had passed their days of grace fi- 
nally came a job in a cheap restaurant or 
worse at a salary of $7 per week. 

Out of the pay in twe weeks, the wail goes 
on, the employmer* shark got $7, made in 
two payments, in addition to the’ registra- 
tion fee. In the majority of cases the em- 
ployment agency jobs never turned up and 
relief came only when the applicant got in 
touch with the employer with the news- 
paper as middleman. 

Most of the fraudulent employment agen- 
cies have been driven out of the large cities 
by newspaper agitation andlaw. Those that 
remain are supposed to be legitimate. Some 
of them are, but precious few have the con- 
fidence of employers. Most of them are re- 
pudiated by employers and by lookers for

OW one man made his failure; the 
topic ought to be quite as promising 
and profitable a subject as the story 
of how another man made a success. 
The things not to do In life must be

How a man at 60 years old 
has worked all his life with sobriety and in- 
telligence until now, a grandfather, crippled, 
and everywhere in his search for something 
to do challenged with the protest “ teo old.” 
How such a man’s one dream of hope and 
content has narrowed to the confines of @ 
cobbler’s shop in an Illinois town which could 
be outfitted and to spare with $100, when he 
cannot command 100 cents of his own. 
Surely this story of one man’s failure in 
life is worth more than the mere idle reading. 
He lives in the crowded northwest side of 
Chicago, where so many of the small, shaky 
frame d@wellings sit front and rear. His 
home is at the rear of the lot. His son keeps 
ii at $10 a month rent and draws $13 a week 
as salary, having a sick wife, two children 
of his own, and caring for the 4 year old boy 
of his widowed sister while she lies dying in 
the county hospital. Here “ grandpa,”’ with 
his crutches supporting a nine inch stump 
of a left leg, and gripping his left support 
with only the scarred thumb and the mighty 
forefinger of a maimed hand, cares for the 
children when he can and wonders how it 
might be possible to move into an equipped 
cobbler’s shop in an Itinois town, becoming 
once more self-supporting and independent.

Needs $100 to Renew Struggle. 

One hundred dollars would equip the shop. 
Ten dinners eaten last night in Chicago easi- 
ly would have done it. A theater party 
might have done it and to spare. Picking 
up this trade of cobbler after he had passed 
58 years old, and having made the bench at 
which he has been training for the last two 
years, and knowing how easily, in a place 
where he is known, he might make something 
even to share with a dying daughter and 
an orphaned grandson—it looks as if some- 
where in a city of 2,000,000 a $100 bill could 
be found whereby a man might live! 

The father of this poor failure moved to 
Greene county, Illinois, in 1832, and this par- 
ticular son was born there on a farm in 1845. 
Farming in those days was not all it is now. 
Corn frequently brought 10 cents a bushel; 
a 100 pound hog might bring $2.25; apples 
nearly always rotted on the ground where 
they lay. It was natural] that in 1862-3-4 
the son should be learning the harness 
trade in Carrollton. It was not so logical 
that on Jan. 1, 1866, the young man should 
have left his trade and become a baggage- 
man on the new Chicago and Alton railroad, 
with his run between’ Jacksonville and St. 
Louis. It was a tragedy that in November 
of that year at Carrollton, running to catch 
the platform of his car as the train was 
pulling out, he fell under the wheels, losing 
the left leg and three fingers of the ieft 
hand.

Cripple Begins Life Anew. 

When he got up from his bed after weary 
months he was unfitted for active railroad 
work and sat down at the telegraph key, 
learning telegraphy. For seven years he 
was an operator on the line, turning from 
that to the printer’s case asa better opening. 
He could hold the stick in his maimed left 
hand, and his right hand was that of “ the 
handy ’’ man, always. From his experience 
in the composing room he started a paper at 
Waverly, in Morgan county, though having 
not a cent of his own, $500 of his savings 
having gone toward a wooden leg that he 
could not use.

Abov:z Everythin: Else— 

Cheerfulness and simplicity should char- 
acterize the breakfast room. In the furnish- 
ings of such a room the decoration depends 
greatly upon the exposure. What might 
prove effective in a south or east room will 
be quite impossible for one with a north or 
west exposure. South and east rooms re- 
quire subdued iones—nothing in red or yel- 
low. Ivory tones could be used, gray blues 
or robin egg blue, or greens. Woodwork 
should be light. No decided or sharp con- 
trast should be apparent on going from 
breakfast room to sleeping room. West or 
north rooms can be in warm tones, shading 
into reds. If one wishes to place expense on 
the breakfast room, a Donegal rug may be 
made to order in one piece and to fit the 
room exactly. ‘‘A margin may be left all 
around and it can be developed beautifully,” 
says one expert decorator, ‘in three tones 
of green.’’ This color scheme Its held to be 
exceptionally attractive. 

Two suggestions may be offered that are 
appropriate, one ad@ses mahogany furni- 
ture of colonial style—not heavy. Heavy 
furniture is too elaborate for a ‘breakfast 
room. Or it could be a combination of white 
enamel and mahogany. The former will call 
for a painted wall on canvas in pretty tones 
of green. This should be complemented by 
something in a simple frieze of the same 
color effect, while the ceiling in the lightest 
tone of green will prove artistic: In the lat- 
ter the walls can be treated in a tapestry 
effect, painted with a little woodland scene.

CREAM PUFFS—A half pound of butter, 
three-quarters of a pound of flour, eight 
eggs, two cupfuls of hot water. Melt the 
butter in the water, set over the fire, and 
bring to a gentle boll. Then put In the flour 
and boil until it leaves the sides of the sauce- 
pan, never ceasing to stir. One minute is 
enough. Turn into a bowl to cool. Beat 
the eggs in, one at a time, beating each for 
a minute, and when all are in beat all to- 
gether for two minutes. Set on the ice for 
an hour, then drop in great spoonfuls of 
equal size upon buttered paper laid in a 
broad baking pan, taking care not to “let 
them touch one another. Bake for fifteen 
minutes in a good oven, by which time they 
should be golden brown. 
a slit in the side of éach and fill with a fill- 
ing made by heating in a double boiler a 
cup of milk to which a pinch of soda has 
been added. Add two teaspoonfuls of corn- 
starch wet up in a little cold milk, and grad- 
ually one egg beaten light with a half cup 
of powdered sugar, and stir until thick.

KAFFEE-KUCHEN.—One pint of bread 
sponge; one tablespoonful of molasses; one 
teacup of sugar; one teacup of seeded rai- 
sins; one-half teaspoonful of soda; one egg;

Let it be- 
come cold, remove the coffee, and whip to 
a stiff froth. 

GERMAN LOVE KNOTS.—One cupful 
each of egg and rich, sweet cream. Beat 
thé eggs well, add the cream and pour on 
the flour, working as stiff as you can, roll 
thin. Invert over the dough a large. coffee 
cup and cut around it with a jagging iron, 
then cut into strands the size of a large 
straw, cutting nearly across but leaving an 
edge. Pass two knitting needles under 
every other strip; spread the needles as far 
apart as possible, then with them on the 
needles hold tn the fat until fried to a light 
brown; sprinkle with fine sugar. But one 
can.bé made at a time. 

CORN UCOPIAS.—Cream half cup of but- 
ter and ‘one cup of powdered sugar, add half 
a cup of milk, drop by drop, add one and 
seven-eighths cups: of flour and extracts.

JENNY LIND CAKE.—Cream two cups of 
sugar and half a cup of butter. Addacupof 
sweet milk and two eggs. Sift in three cups 
of flour and two teaspoonfuls of baking 
powder. 

WHITE SPONGE CAKE.—Beat the whites 
of eight eggs to a stiff, feathery froth. Sift 
a little baking powder with one and a half 
cups of sugar and one cup of flour which has 
been previously sifted four or six times. Add 
a pinch of salt and bitter almonds flavoring. 
Bake slowly. 

DUTCHESS COUNTY CUP CAKE.— 
Cream one and a half cups of sugar with a 
half cup of butter. Add two yolks of eggs 
and nearly a cup of milk. Sift in two cups 
of flour and two teaspoonfuls:of baking 
powder. Add the beaten whites of two eggs 
and bake in cups or muffin tins, . These little 
cakes are exceedingly delicate. 

SPONGE PUDDING.—Mix four -: table- 
spoonfuls of cornstarch with a- little cold 
water, then stir It into a pint of boiling water. 
Add a cup of sugar and the rind and juice of 
two lemons. Boil one minute, pour while hot 
over well beaten whites of eggs. Mix thor- 
oughly and pourintoa mold. Serve with cus- 
tard while cold. ;

CREAM A LA CELESTINE.—Six yolks 
of eggs, one white of egg, one pound of cho- 
colate, two cups of sugar, one quart of 
cream, one pint of milk. Flavor with van- 
illa. Beat the yolks, add the white of one, 
and sugar, and beat all firm. Then add the 
cream, stirring slowly and well mixed. Let 
the milk come to a boil and add the choco- 
late. When well mixed add it to the eggs, 
sugar, etc. Stir gently, strain. Allow to 
cool and then freeze. 

FLOATING ISLAND.—Sugar to taste. 
One quart of milk. Flavor with vanilla. 
Yolks of seven eggs, well beaten, and two 
whites, all beaten together. Add to the 
milk. Stir gently over a slow fire. Beat 
well the whites of five eggs: ‘add a small 
quantity of powdered sugar. Take the beat- 
en eggs by’ spoonfuls and put on top of your 
boiling milk before you make your cream. 
Turn over every spoonful of egg on the milx 
for two or three minutes. Put them on a 
sieve to drip on an extremely clean cloth 
in the ice box. 

MERINGUE PUDDING.—One pint of stale 
bread crumbs, one quart of milk, nearly one 
teacup of sugar, three eggs, leaving out the 
white of one for the meringue. Season the 
pudding with the grated rind of one lemon. 
Mix all together and bake until you can put 
the handle of the teaspoon in and+it comes 
out clean. Then cover the pudding with 
some preserves. Make your meringue of the 
one white of egg and teacup of sugar.
